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WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING. 


To C. A. Richardson, a constable of the town of Greenwood, in 
the county of Oxford:— 


GREETING: In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said town of Green- 
wood, qualified by law to vote in town affairs, to meet at Hotel Hall 
in Locke’s Mills Village in said town, on the seventh day of March, 
1898, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act on the following articles, 
to wit:— 


Art. 1, To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 
Art. 2, To choose a Town Clerk for the ensuing year. 
Art. 3. To act on the reports of town officers. 


Art. 4. To choose Selectmen, Assessors and Overseers of the Poor 
for the ensuing year. 


Art. 5, To choose a Road Commissioner for the ensuing year. 
Art. 6. To choose a Superintending School Committee. 


Art. 7. To see if the town will vote to authorize the School Com- 
mittee to unite with other towns in employing a Superintendent of 
Schools, provided satisfactory arrangements can be made for such a 
union, 


Art, 8. To choose a Superintendent of Schools for the ensuing 
year. 


Art. 9. To choose all other town officers for the ensuing year. 


Art, 10. To see if the town will grant and raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary for the maintenance and support of 
schools and the poor and to defray all other town charges for the 
ensuing year. 


Art. 11. To see if the town will grant and raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary for breaking roads for the present winter. 


Art, 12, To see if the town will grant and raise such sums of 
money as may be necessary for building and repairing roads and 
bridges for the ensuing year. 
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Art. 13. To see if the town will vote to discount three per cent. 
on all taxes of the current year voluntarily paid on or before sia first 
day of December next or otherwise. 


Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to make all taxes of the cur- 
rent year payable March ist, 1899, or otherwise. 


Art. 15. To see if the town will vote to charge interest at the rate 
of eight per cent. per annum on all taxes of the current year remain- 
ing unpaid after the first day of March, 1899, or otherwise.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


In accordance with the annual custom and the requirement of the 
statute, your Superintendent herewith submits his annual report. 


The schools in town during the past year have progressed quietly 
and efficiently, with little jarring or complaint. The reputations 
attained by our teachers have been fully sustained during the year, 
and the pupils all through town have displayed a most gratifying 
interest in their work. At the beginning of the fall and winter 
terms, Rand, McNally’s Primary and Grammar School Geographies 
were introduced in place of Swinton’s, Also Harrington’s Graded 
Spelling Book has been introduced. The Geographies and Spelling 
Books have given excellent satisfaction in all the schools, and the 
change has been well appreciated by teachers and pupils. The 
schools are well supplied with text books but it is necessary that 
some books should be added each year, to what we now have. The 
small books wear out and new ones have to take their place. This 
year I would recommend that the town raise enough to make up the 
deficiency in the appropriation of 1895, and fifty dollars to purchase 
text books fur the ensuing year. There are some new books that 
we shall have to buy any way, besides replacing old ones. I would 
also recommend that the next school board add another row of seats 
to the schoolhouse at Locke’s Mills Village, as temporary seats were 
placed in the rear part of the room to accommodate some of the 
scholars during the winter term.
